return a reduction of taxation to 4 1-2 
mills. But the people gavo him a He- 
publican legislature, and that legisla- 
ture reduced taxation to leas than 3 1-2 
mills. By electing a Republican legis- 
lature the people of New York were 
saved $2,500,000 more than Tilden 
promised when bidding for votes.

free circulation at nominal rates, and all 
printed matter of the third class, ex- 
cepting unsealed circulars, shall be ad> 
nutted to, and transmitted in the mails 
at tho rate of one cent for every two 
ounces, or fractional part thereof 5 and 
the sender of any article of the third 
class may write his or her name or ad- 
dress ,therein or on the outside thereof, 
with the word "from" above or preced- 
ing it, or may write briefly, t>r print on 
any package, the number and names of 
the articles enclosed. 
Publishprs of 


newspapers and periodicals may print 
on the wrappers of newspapers or mag- 
azines sent from the 
office of publica- 


tion to regular subscribers) the time to 
which subscription therefor has been 
paid , and addresses upon postal cards 
and unsealed circulars may be either 
written, printed or affixed thereto, at 
the option of the sender.

A Family Row—A ' Mother-ln-Law j 


ID the Case.—This morning there was 
ventilaled in Justice Albert's court, an 
amusing family "onpleasantness," the 
parties to which were colored people, 
and tlie case being wife and her mother 
vs. husband. 


It aeoms that for some time p,ist the 


domestic relations of the husband and 
wife in question have not been of the 
the most cordial and agreeable kind, 
and rumor bus it that the everlasting 
mother-in-law had a good deal to do 
with fermenting anil keeping alive the 
growing estrangement between the once 
happy pair. Thus things went on, until 
a few days since Ihe wife left the bed 
and board of her liege lord, and repair- 
ed to the parental roof which she had 
laft only two short years ago, to share 
the joys and sorrows of life with him 
who had sworn to protect her "through 
thick and thin" until death them did 
part. A duy or two later, watching her 
opportunity, the wite, in the absence of 
her husband, went to his house and re- 
moved a large share of tho household 
goods to the residence of her mother.— 
Upon his relurn Ihe man found his 
house nearly emply, but it was neither 
swept nor garnished. Suspecting who 
had moved his goods and chattels he 
went to the house of his molher-ln-law 
and commenced setting the things out- 
doors with a view to returning them to 
his own domicil. To thia both the wife 
and her mother made the most decided 
objections, and to prevent which the 
former seized an ax anil commenced to 
cut and break the bedsteads and chairs 
in pieces, whereupon her husband took 
hold of her to prevent further damage 
to the goods. The woman then diopped 
her ax and attempted to give her lord a 
bit of a flogging, and in the course of 
the squabble he slapped her in the face. 
For this offense she had him arrested 
and brought before Justice Albert, who 
upon hearing the case, fined the man 
three dollars for an assault. 


This ended the case for the time-be- 


injj, though it is probable that the man 
may replevy his goods, which perhaps 
will give rise to a suit for trying the 
right of property.

THE CINCINNATI CONVENTION AS 


SEEN B¥ ENGLISH EYES 


[Correapondence London Times ] 


To-day, the convention opened, but 


the proceedings were mostly prelimi- 
nary formalities, about which not much 
need be said. 
The real fighting begins 


to morrow. 
The arrangements were 


very good. 
I do not know that I ever 


saw in so large an assembly—number- 
ing at a rough guess 4,000— ovcrvbody 
find his seat with so lit:le trouble or 
confusion. 
The building is a huge ot- 


long structure of wood, generally used 
fur exhibitions and fairs, and, with its 
four large galleries, capable of accom- 
modating some 5,000. 
On the floor, 


in the body of the house, sal the delega- 
tions, their places marked off with large 
placards. 
Behind them sit the alter- 


nates—alto 752 in number—forming 
no part of the convention, but ready in 
ease of an emergency to supply taoh 
the place of a delegate. 
OB a raised 


platform sit the committee, the galler- 
ies are occupied by guests. In the 
gallery furthest from the platform there 
is, of course, that seemingly inseparable 
accompaniment of American politics, a 
band. 
The hall is gracefully decorated 


with tricolor festoons and the stars and 
stripes and spread eagle; but, in other 
respects, an ultra republican simplicity 
pervades it. The platform is the plain- 
eat of platforms, without carpet or adorn- 
ment of any kind, and it is fully kept 
in countenance by the plain wooden 
tables and chairs. The delegate) bare 
no chance of adopting any of the favor- 
ite American attitudes but must sit bolt 
upright, closely packed. Their dress is 
of the simplest, each man wearing what 
seemed good in his own or his wife's 
eyes. They are, as a body, very in- 
telligent-looking men, with faces more 
expressive of vigor and practical shrewd- 
ness than of culture and 
refinement. 


There are about(thirty colored delegates, 
conspicuous among the New Yorkers 
being Mr. Frederick Douglass. 
The 


perfect case and familiarity with par- 
liamentary forms with which delegate 
after delegate rose to address the house 
was very striking. Still more striking, 
perhaps, was the smoothness with which 
the proceedings were carried on. Every- 
body seemed to know exactly what he 
had to do, and did it. 
The Americans 


ai'e so familiar with polilical gatherings 
of this kind that they run them as if on 
well oiled wheels.
